At one time the 
business operated out of the 
old Shatz building and was also 
located in the comer building 
next to the LaClede Hotel. It was 
a well-respected and prosperous 
part of the downtown area.

Dorena-Hickman Ferry is back in operation 


The Dorena-Hickman Fer¬ 
ry resumed operation on Tues¬ 
day morning. May 21, 2013. 
The ferry had been closed since 
the morning of April 22nd, 
when floodwaters reached the 
top of the Kentucky landing at 
Hickman. 

After spending much of last 
year fighting to maintain opera¬ 
tions due to low water on the 
Mississippi River, Captain Ed 
Floyd says it is ironic that the 
Dorena-Hickman Ferry had to 
shut down for an extended pe¬ 
riod this year due to high water. 

The Dorena-Hickman Ferry 
normally is forced to halt op¬ 
erations when the Cairo guage 
reaches about 44 feet. Flood- 
waters dropped enough to al¬ 
low the ferry crew to clear 
driftwood and other debris from 


the landings on each side of the 
river. They planned to resume 
service on the regular summer 
operating schedule starting at 
7:00 a.m., Tuesday. 

The Dorena-Hickman Ferry 
connects KY 1354 at Hickman, 
Kentucky, with Missouri Route 
A and Route 77 near Dorena, 
Missouri. 

The Dorena-Hickman Ferry 
operates from the Hickman 
Landing with regular river 
crossings during daylight hours. 
Passage for passenger vehicles 
is $14 with additional tolls for 
trucks, motor homes, and ve¬ 
hicles pulling trailers. There are 
discounts for vehicles making 
return crossings.

2 roasted or fresh green chilies, 
seeded and chopped 

2-3 tablespoons lime juice 

1-2 teaspoons chili powder 

1 teaspoon cumin 

1 pinch cinnamon 

2 tablespoons fresh cilantro or 
Italian parsley, chopped 

1 14 ounce can fire roasted 
tomatoes with green chiles with 
juice 

sea salt, to taste 


2 cups brown rice, long or short 
grain 

1 tablespoon extra virgin olive 
oil, plus a splash to moisten the 
rice 

4 cloves garlic, chopped 
1 sweet or red onion, diced 
1 bell pepper, red, yellow, or 
orange 

1 fresh yellow tomato, chopped 
3/4 cup roasted or frozen corn 
kernels 

Cook the rice in 5 cups of fresh water. Use a rice cooker to do this or cook the 
rice in a covered pot. 

While the rice is cooking, heat a skillet over medium heat and add a 
tablespoon of extra virgin olive oil. Add the garlic, chopped onion, sweet bell 
pepper, and cook for five minutes. 

Add the fresh yellow tomato, roasted or frozen corn kernels, roasted or fresh 
green chilies, and lime juice, to taste. Stir-fry very briefly, just until crisp-tender. 
Remove from heat and set aside. 

Preheat the oven to 350° F. 

When the rice is cooked, assemble your casserole: spoon the cooked brown 
rice into a casserole dish.

Add a splash of extra virgin olive oil to moisten the rice. Stir. 

Add the fire-roasted tomatoes and the skillet vegetables. Add fresh chopped 
herbs, to taste and toss to combine.

KTRA looks to focus on the region’s assets

“We have economic develop¬ 
ment directors in each of our 
counties. We did not want this 
to be the umbrella. We want to 
focus on our assets,” said Fulton 
County Judge/Executive David 
Gallagher. 

The “this”, to which Gallagh¬ 
er referred is the Ken-Tenn Re¬ 
gional Alliance, an all-encom¬ 
passing regional entity, whose 
board of directors includes Gal¬ 
lagher, Martin, Tenn. city Mayor 
Randy Brundige, Lake County 
Mayor Macie Roberson, Obion 
County Mayor Benny McGuire, 
Hickman County Judge/Ex¬ 
ecutive Greg Pruitt and Carlisle 
County Judge/Executive Greg 
Terry. 

According to the media 
packet provided following the 
alliance’s meeting May 20, on 
the campus of the University of 
Tennessee at Martin, other key 
active participants in the alli¬ 


ance include Houston Patrick, 
Weakley County Mayor, Eddie 
Crittendon, Fulton-Hickman 
County Economic Development 
Partnership, Lindsay Frilling, 
Obion County Joint Economic 
Development Council/Chamber 
of Commerce and Ronnie Price, 
Weakley County Economic De¬ 
velopment Board. 

Gallagher addressed those 
present for the press conference, 
which in addition to area media, 
included Hollie Holt, the Ken- 
Tenn Regional Alliance Director 
and Allison Larsen, consultant. 

“We have the Mississippi 
River, 1-69, short line main line 
railways, we need to focus at¬ 
tention on our area, crossing 
county lines and state lines. We 
need to enhance local EDP ef¬ 
forts, because the whole region 
benefits from jobs,” Gallagher 
said. 

He went on to explain the 
group had been in the process of 


defining their role, as a whole, as 
well as defining the role of Holt, 
who Gallagher said the Alliance 
wanted to serve as their “face”. 

Holt’s salary is funded through 
a joint contribution from al¬ 
liance participants, as well as 
Rural Development funds and 
HUD grants. The alliance is cur¬ 
rently in the process of applying 
for 501(c)3 status. 

“Hollie will help do the mes¬ 
saging,” said Martin Mayor 
Randy Brundige. “We don’t 
always do a good job of telling 
people about the good things 
that happen. Recently, in our 
region, we have acquired close 
to 500 jobs, some in Union City, 
some in Fulton and some in 
Martin. We need to tell people 
about the good things.” 

In agreement there are already 
“good things happening” in the 
area, those present shared the 
sentiment the local EDPs con¬ 
duct the sales, so to speak with 
regard to industrial recruitment, 
however multiple groups have a 
part in the strategy which sets a 
direction so that all aspects add 
up, as a whole, and those assets 
may be made accessible to the 
global marketplace. 

In the alliance’s Executive 
Summary of the Strategic Ac¬ 
tion Plan, three categories were 
highlighted for review includ¬ 
ing the region’s strengths, but 
not considered a competitive 
advantage; strengths and com¬ 
petitive advantage; and compet¬ 
itive advantage with leadership, 
planning and implementation. 
Each column was titled as Valu¬ 
able, Valuable and Rare, and 
Valuable, Rare and Hard to Imi¬ 
tate, respectively. 

Listed among the strengths 
for the region, which includes 
the Kentucky counties of Ful¬ 
ton, Hickman and Carlisle and 
the Tennessee counties of Obi¬ 
on, Weakley and Lake, were 
entries such as proximity to siz¬ 
able U.S. markets, transporta¬ 
tion resources, TVA electricity, 
low unionization, availability 


of modem industrial buildings, 
the University of Tennessee at 
Martin, and the region’s ability 
to work well together, with en¬ 
gagement at all levels. 

The Ken-Tenn Regional Alli¬ 
ance was formed, according to 
the action plan summary, out 
of a specific need to address 
pressing issues including high 
unemployment and resulting 
high poverty levels, the need for 
improved infrastructure and de¬ 
clining population. Its primary 
mission is to “raise top of mind 
awareness of the region’s value 
proposition through promotion 
of regional assets and success 
stories, focusing on internal and 
external target audiences”. 

Discussion took place as 
to the area festivals and cam¬

Pyron is also involved with 
the youth at his church. “I have 
always enjoyed working with 
young folks,” stated Pyron. “My 
wife Cherry and I worked with 
the youth at our church for sev¬ 
eral years when we first lived in 
Clinton, and becoming a teacher 
seemed like a good opportunity 
to give students some skills and 
help them find enjoyable careers 
where they could be success¬ 
ful.” 

Pyron came to the ATC in 
1992 as carpentry teacher and 
over 20 years and 18 school- 
built houses later, Pyron, now 
ATC principal, is hanging up 
his tool belt. 

“When I started at the ATC, 
we had very few computers in 
the school,” he said. “We used 


chalk and blackboards and kept 
our grades in gradebooks. Now 
we have over 100 computers 
in the ATC, chalkboards have 
been replaced with projectors 
and screens, and grades are kept 
digitally on Infinite Campus.” 

Pyron and his carpentry stu¬ 
dents built their first 1,000-sq. 
ft. house behind the ATC in the 
1994-95 school year, as hands- 
on, complete, and practical a 
project for both beginning and 
more skilled students as could 
be had. 

“The students loved the proj¬ 
ect and did some great work on 
the house,” Pyron noted. “That 
first house was transported to 
Cayce and still looks good, right 
on the hill beside the old Cayce 
School.” 


Since that initial year, the car¬ 
pentry students have built 19 
more houses, now family homes 
in neighborhoods in both Fulton 
and Hickman counties. Ronnie 
Harper replaced Pyron as car¬ 
pentry instructor and picked up 
the house-building tradition the 
first year he was hired. 

Watching the students get 
pleasure and pride out of do¬ 
ing extraordinary work in many 
areas at the school has been 
rewarding to Pyron. “It is also 
wonderful to talk with students 
after they have been out of 
school a few years,” he added, 
“and seeing them become suc¬ 
cessful in their careers.” 

To those considering entering 
the education field, Pyron has 
encouraging words. “You have 
to enjoy working with young 
folks,” he said, “and finding 
pleasure in helping them learn 
and becoming good at the skills 
that you are teaching.” 

Advice about teaching that 
Pyron himself has heeded is 
that, “Students don’t care how 
much you know until they know 
how much you care,” he said. 
He also feels that strong rela¬ 
tionships with students are very 
important to encourage student 
success. 

Looking back over his 20- 
year career at the ATC Pyron 
reflected, “I have also had the 
pleasure of working with some 
wonderful teachers and admin¬ 
istrators at the ATC and at the 
other schools that we work with 
over the years. This has been the 
best job that I’ve ever had.” 

Interviews for Pyron’s suc¬ 
cessor begin on May 30, 2013. 
Pyron’s last day at the ATC will 
be June 30, 2013.

Martha’s was frequented by 
many of those who still live in 
Hickman today. “I ate there all 
the time,” stated Bonnie Poynor. 
“Martha’s had good food.” 

Poynor fondly remembers 
Martha, too. “She was kind and 
sweet,” Poynor added. “I loved 
her. She was a dear lady.” 

“We grew up together as 
teenagers living in the bottom,” 
said Babydoll Yarbro. “She was 
a hard worker and a fine lady.” 

Yarbro’s and Brunswick’s 
children were classmates and 
friends. “She was a fine lady. 
A real asset to Hickman and I 
was glad to call her my friend,” 
Yarbro noted. “Martha raised 
wonderful children.” 

Bro. Henry and Shirley 
Callison, also had a close 
connection to Martha. She 
was Shirley’s aunt. “The name 
Martha reveals a lady who 
didn’t know what the word ‘no’ 
meant,” stated Bro. Callison. 
“When she found a door closed, 
she would keep on until she 
found an open door. She knew 
what hard work was and to each 
challenge she faced she would 
say with faith and determination 
I can do this, I will give the 
challenge my best.” 

After the restaurant closed, 


Martha’s children, nine in all, 
went on with their busy lives. 
One daughter, Nancy, moved 
to Texas, another, Sandy, to 
Memphis, and Linda Holcombe 
stayed nearby in Union City, 
Tenn. All became successful in 
their chosen career fields after 
their mother instilled great work 
ethics in them. 

Bro. Callison likens Martha 
to a role model for her children. 
“Everyone needs a role model in 
life,” he said, “and her children 
were raised knowing that their 
mother expected them to work 
hard and believe in themselves. 
Miss Martha’s restaurant is 
about three daughters Linda, 
Nancy and Sandy living a 
dream that they have had in 
their hearts for a long time and 
if you look in their hearts you 
will see a mother named Martha 
and she would be proud of her 
daughters.” 

“She was a powerful person 
and believed it didn’t matter 
what the obstacles were, you 
could be successful if you 
worked for it,” added daughter 
Sandy Miller, the daughter who 
lived in Memphis, Tenn. “She 
didn’t let anything stand in her 
way. She believed in taking care 
of herself.” 

Growing up while their 
mother owned and operated the 
restaurant definitely influenced 
the three of them. “For years we 
talked about opening a restaurant 
of our own,” said Kunselman. 
“We were in the process of 


looking at several locations 
when mom passed away.” Miss 
Martha passed away on March 
18, 2012. 

“She always wanted us to 
come back to Hickman and own 
a restaurant just like she did,” 
added Sandy. “We worked in her 
restaurant and also at Claude’s 
and the Pilot House restaurant 
(owned by Hugh Caldwell’s 
mother and dad, Hugh Milford 
Caldwell and Martha Anita 
Taylor Caldwell.)

“We all work a 
lot of hours and do whatever we 
need to do,” said Holcombe. 

Open seven days a week, 


the ladies rely on each other 
and other families to help them 
make it work. “We might not 
be located in the busiest part of 
town, but we decided this was 
the best location for us and it has 
been great,” noted Holcombe. 

On Sundays, one of their 
busiest days of the week, the 
ladies offer a variety of items 
including turkey and dressing 
and baked ham. “During 
the week we focus on home 
cooked lunches,” added Miller. 
“Everything is homemade, as 
much as possible.” They are 
available for catering and do 
deliver during lunch hours. 

Employing 15, full and part 
time employees, the daughters 
of Martha Brunswick want to 
give Hickman some hope. “If 
we can be successful by working 
hard, others can, too,” the ladies 
said. 

“We have been amazed at 
the response from the people 
of Hickman,” noted Holcombe. 
“The people of Hickman love to 
eat and they enjoy eating out.” 

Being raised in Hickman, the 
ladies have been reacquainted 
with some of their former 
classmates and have met many 
new people, too. “We have had 
customers from Union City and 
Martin, Tenn., and even Nova 
Scotia and Germany,” added 
Miller. 


Some of Miss Martha’s guests 
include people stopping in while 
coming through Hickman doing 
family research. “A dentist 
and his wife from Cartersville, 
Ga., came through and another 
customer from Columbus, 
Miss., came in recently while 
looking for the Hubbard side 
of the Amberg family,” said 
Miller. 

“The food you enjoy at Miss 
Martha’s had its start in what 
we call the lower bottom where 
Miss Martha discovered the art 
of preparing delicious meals,” 
added Bro. Callison. “My wife, 
Shirley, was Martha’s niece 
and she would tell me that she 
enjoyed meals at her home and 
the downtown restaurant also 
and was not only my aunt but 
also a dear friend.” 

Martha Brunswick was an 
inspiration to her family and 
friends here in Hickman.
